Knitting Needles, 1 pair No. 1 and No. 3.

GAUGE: 7 sts = 1 inch; 
8 rows — 1 inch. 


BLOCKING MEASUREMENTS: Chest—181% 
inches; Width across front at underarm— 
914 inches; Width across each back at 
underarm — 434 inches; Length from 
shoulder to lower edge—14!^ inches; 
Length of skirt seam—11 inches; Length 
of sleeve seam — 1/2 inches; Width 
around skirt at lower edge—43 inches. 


FRONT ... . SKIRT: Starting at lower edge 
with No. 3 needles, cast on 151 sts. Next 
5 rows: K across for garter st border. 
Following row: P across. Now work in 
pattern as follows: 1st row (right side): 
K 1, * O, k 2, sl 1, k 2 tog, p.s.s.o., К 2, 
O, k 1, O, sl 1, k 2 tog, p.s.s.o., O, k 1, 
О, k 5,511, k 2 tog, p.s.s.o., k 5,0,k 1,0, 
sl 1, k 2 tog, p.s.s.o., О, k 1. Repeat 
from * across. 2nd and all even rows: 
P across. 3rd row: * K 2, О, КІ, 51 1,k 2 
tog, p.s.s.o., К 1, О, k 2, O, sl 1, k 2 tog, 
p.s.s.o., О, К 2, О, k 4, sl 1, k 2 tog, 
p.s.s.o., К 4, О, К 2, O, sl 1, К 2 tog, 
p.s.s.O., O. Repeat from * across, ending 
with k 1. 5th row: * K 3, (O, sl 1, k 2 tog, 
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tog, p.s.s.o., (К 3, O) twice; sl 1, k 2 tog, 
р.5.5.0., O. Repeat from * across, ending 
with k 1. 7th row: K 1, * O, k 2, sl 1, 
К 2 tog, p.s.s.o., k 2, O, k 1, O, sl 1, k 2 
tog, р.5.5.0., О, k 4, О, k 2, sl 1, К 2 tog, 


р.5.5.0., К 2, O, k 4, O, sl 1, К 2 tog, 
p.s.s.o., O, К 1. Repeat from * across. 
9th row: * К 2, О, К 1, sl 1, К 2 tog, 
p.s.s.o., К 1, О, К 2, O, sl 1, К 2 tog, 
p.s.s.o., О, К 5, О, К 1, sl 1, k 2 tog, 
p.s.s.o., k 1, О, k 5, O, sl 1, k 2 tog, 


p.s.s.o., O. Repeat from * across, ending 
with k 1. 11th row: * (K 3, O, sl 1, k 2 
tog, p.s.s.o., O) twice; (k 6, O, sl 1, k 2 
tog, p.s.s.o., O) twice. Repeat from * 
across, ending with k 1. 12th rew: P 
across. Repeat these 12 rows for pattern. 
Work even in pattern until total length 
is about 1014 inches, ending with 10th 
row of pattern. 

Change to No. 1 needles and work 
decrease rows as follows: 1st row: * (K 3, 
O, sl 1, k 2 tog, p.s.s.o., O) twice; sl 1, 
k 1, p.s.s.o., К 4, O, sl 1, k 2 tog, p.s.s.o., 
О, k 4, k 2 tog, O, sl 1, k 2 tog, p.s.s.o., O. 
Repeat from * across, ending with k 1— 
141 sts. 3rd row: * K 1, O, k 2, sl 1, 
К 2 tog, p.s.s.o., k 2, О, k 1, О, 51 1, k2 
tog, p.s.s.o., O, sl 1, k 1, p.s.s.o., КЗ, sl 1, 
К 2 tog, p.s.s.o., КЗ, k 2 tog, O, sl 1, k 2 
tog, p.s.s.o., O. Repeat from * across, 
ending with k 1—121 sts. 5th row: * K 2,

Crochet Hook Size E. 


GAUGE: 6sts = 1 inch; 
4 (2 dc and 2 sc) rows — 1 inch. 


BONNET 


BACK . . . Starting at center, ch 5. Join 
with sl st to form ring. 1st rnd: Ch 3 to 
count as 1 dc, 15 dc in ring. Join with 
sl st to top of ch-3—16 dc. 2nd rnd: Ch 3, 
dc in joining, 2 dc in each dc around. 
Join to top of ch-3—32 dc. 3rd rnd: Ch 3, 
2 dc in next dc, * dc in next dc, 2 dc in 
next dc. Repeat from * around. Join— 
48 dc. 4th rnd: Ch 3, dc in next dc, 2 dc 
in next dc, * dc in next 2 dc, 2 dc in 
next dc. Repeat from * around. Join— 
64 dc. 5th rnd: Ch 3, dc in next 6 dc, 2 dc 
in next dc, * dc in 7 dc, 2 dc in next dc. 
Repeat from * around. Join—72 dc. 6th 
rnd: Ch 1, turn; skip joining, working in 
back loops only, sc in each dc around, sc 
in joining of last rnd—72 sc. Ch 2 to 
count as 1 h dc, turn. Now working in 
back loop only of each st throughout, 
work in rows as follows: 


SIDE PIECE . . . 1st row (right side): Dc in 
next 15 sc, 2 dc in next sc, (dc in 2 sc, 
2 dc in next sc) 9 times; dc in next 15 
Sc, h dc in next sc; do not work over re- 
maining sts—70 sts. Ch 1, turn. 2nd row: 
Sc in each st across, sc in top of turning 
chain—70 sc. Ch 2, turn. 3rd row: Skip 
first sc, dc in each sc to within last sc, 
h dc in last sc. Ch 1, turn. Next 12 rows: 
Repeat 2nd and 3rd rows alternately. At 
end of last row break off and fasten. 


RUFFLES . . . Ruffles are worked on right 
side of side piece, working sts through 
free loops of sc rows. 1st row: Hold bon- 
net with top edge of last row toward you; 
skip last row made, attach yarn to first 
sc on next (sc) row; ch 1, pull up loop on 
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Y 

hook to measure % inch, yarn over 
hook, draw up a loop in same sc where 
yarn was attached, pull up this loop to 
measure ¥ inch, (yarn over and draw 
through 2 loops) twice—long dc made; 
* ch 1, in next sc make (long dc, ch 1) 
twice; long dc in next sc. Repeat from * 
across row, ending with (long dc, ch 1) 
twice; along end st of next dc row make 
(long dc, ch 1) twice. Turn. Next 5 rows: 
Working across following sc rows, work 
as for first row. At end of last row omit 
long dc's along end of dc row. Break off 
and fasten. 

With wrong side facing, sc evenly 
along neck edge, easing in each edge of 
side piece to measure about 234 inches. 


Chain (Make 2): Using a double strand of 
yarn, make a chain 18 inches long. SI st 
in 2nd ch from hook and in each remain- 
ing ch. Break off and fasten. 

Coil one end of each chain to form 
small disc and sew to a corner of side 
piece. Tie a small knot at opposite end 
of each chain. 


BOOTEES 


SOLE . . . Starting at center, ch 17. 1st 
rnd: 6 dc in 4th ch from hook, dc in 12 
ch, 7 dc in last ch; working along op- 
posite side of chain, dc in next 12 ch. 
Join with sl st to top of ch-3. 2nd rnd: 
Ch 3, dc in joining, 2 dc in next 6 dc, 
dc in 12 dc, 2 dc in 7 dc, dc in 12 dc. 
Join to top of ch-3. 3rd rnd: Ch 1, sc in 
joining, 2 sc in next dc, (sc in next dc, 
2 sc in next dc) 6 times; sc in 12 dc, (sc in 
next dc, 2.sc in next dc) 7 times; sc in 
12 dc. Join to first sc. Break off and 
fasten. 


UPPER . . . Starting at toe, ch 7. 1st row 
(right side): Dc in 4th ch from hook, 
3 dc in next ch, dc in next 2 ch. Ch 1, 
turn. NOTE: Hereafter work in the back 
loop only of each st. 2nd row: Sc in 
each dc across, sc in top of turning chain.

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Ch 3, turn. 3rd row: 2 dc in first Sc, dc in 
each sc to within center st, 3 dc in center 
Sc, dc in each sc to within last sc, 3 dc 
in last sc—13 dc. Ch 1, turn. 4th row: Sc 
in each dc, sc in top of turning chain. 
Ch 3, turn. 5th through 8th row: Repeat 
3rd and 4th rows alternately—25 sc on 
last row. Ch 3, turn. 9th row: Skip first 
Sc, dc in next 11 sc, 3 dc in next sc, dc 
in next 12 sc—27 dc. Ch 1, turn. 10th row: 
Repeat 4th row. Ch 3, turn. 


Left Side: 1st row: Skip first sc, dc in 11 sc. 
Ch 1, turn. 2nd row: Sc in each dc and in 
top of turning chain—12 sc. Ch 3, turn. 





Next 8 rows: Repeat last 2 rows alter- 
nately. At end of last row break off and 
fasten. 

Skip center 3 sts on last (long) row, 
attach yarn to next sc and work to cor- 
respond with Left Side. Leaving a 1 inch 
opening at top, sew back seam. 

Pin sole to upper. Working through 
both thicknesses, sc evenly around edges. 
Join to first sc. Break off and fasten. 
Cuff: 1st row: With wrong side facing, 
working along top opening of upper, 
work 34 sc evenly across top edge. Ch 3,

COATS & CLARK'S "RED HEART’ SUPER FIN- 
GERING, 3 Ply (1 oz. “Tangle-Proof” 
Pull-Out Skeins): 14 skeins of No. 1 
White. 


Knitting Needles, 1 pair No. 5. 


GAUGE (after blocking): 1 pattern (20 sts) 
— 334 inches; 9 rows — 1 inch. 


Cast on 259 sts. Ist row: К 1, * p l, k 1. 
Repeat from * across. Repeat this row 
for 3% inches for moss stitch border. 
Next row (wrong side): Work first 19 sts 
in moss st for side border, place a marker 
on needle; p 2 tog, p across to within 
last 19 sts, place another marker on 
needle; work last 19 sts in moss st for 
side border—258 sts. (There are 220 sts 
between markers.) 

Now work in pattern as follows: 1st 
row: Work in moss st to first marker, slip 
marker, * k 2 tog, k 3, (O, k 2 tog) twice; 
O, k 2, (O, sl 1, k 1, p.s.s.o.) twice; O, 
k 3, sl 1, k 1, p.ss.o. Repeat from * 
across to next marker, slip marker, work 
remaining sts in moss st. Always slip 
markers on every row. 2nd and all even 
rows: Work in moss st to first marker, 
p across to next marker, work remaining 
sts in moss st. 3rd row: Work in moss st 
to first marker, * k 2 tog, k 2, (O, k 2 tog) 
twice; О, k 4, (O, sl 1, КІ, p.s.s.o.) twice; 
О, К 2, sl 1, k 1, p.s.s.o. Repeat from * 
across to next marker, work remaining 
sts in moss st. 


NOTE: Hereafter, directions are given for 
the 220 sts between the markers only. Work 
the first and last 19 sts of each row in moss st 
for side borders. 
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5th row: * K 2 tog, К 1, (O, К 2 tog) 
twice; O, k 6, (O, sl 1, k 1, p.s.s.o.) twice; 
O, k 1, sl 1, k 1, p.s.s.o. Repeat from * 
across. 7th row: * (K 2 tog, O) 3 times; 
k 8, (O, sl 1, k 1, p.s.s.o.) 3 times. Repeat 
from * across. 9th row: K 1, (O, sl 1, k 1, 
р.5.5.0.) twice; О, К 3, sl 1, К 1, p.s.s.o., 
* k 2 tog, КЗ, (O, k 2 tog) twice; O, k 2, 
(O, sl 1, k 1, p.s.s.o.) twice; O, k 3, sl 1, 
К 1, p.s.s.o. Repeat from * across to 
within 10 sts before next marker, k 2 tog, 
k 3, (O, k 2 tog) twice; O, k 1. 11th row: 
К 2, (O, sl 1, КІ, p.s.s.o.) twice; О, k 2, 
sl 1, К 1, p.s.s.o., * k 2 tog, К 2, (O, k2 
tog) twice; О, k 4, (О, sl 1, k 1, p.s.s.o.) 
twice; O, К 2, sl 1, К 1, p.ss.o. Repeat 
from * across to within 10 sts before next 
marker, k 2 tog, k 2, (O, k 2 tog) twice; 
O, К 2. 13th row: K 3, (O, sl 1, k 1, p.s.s.0.) 
twice; O, k 1, sl 1, k 1, p.s.s.o., * k 2 tog, 
k 1, (O, k 2 tog) twice; O, k 6, (O, sl 1, 
k 1, p.ss.o.) twice; О, k 1, sl 1, k 1, 
p.s.s.o, Repeat from * across to within 
10 sts before next marker, k 2 tog, k 1, 
(O, k 2 tog) twice; O, k 3. 15th row: K 4, 
(O, sl 1, К 1, p.s.s.o.) 3 times; * (К 2 tog, 
O) 3 times; k 8, (O, sl 1, k 1, p.s.s.o.) 3 
times. Repeat from * across to within 
10 sts before next marker, (k 2 tog, O) 
3 times; К 4. 16th row: Repeat 2nd row. 
Repeat the last 16 rows for pattern. 
Work even in pattern until 23 patterns 
in all have been completed—total length 
is about 45 inches. Next row: Removing 
markers, work in moss st to first marker, 
k across to within one st before next 
marker, inc one st in next st, work in 
moss st across remaining sts—259 sts. 
Work even in moss st for 3% inches. 
Bind off in moss st. Block to measure- 
ments.

COATS & CLARK'S "RED HEART” SUPER FIN- 
GERING, 3 Ply (1 oz. "Tangle-Proof" 
Pull-Out Skeins): 3 skeins of No. 818 
Blue Jewel. 


Knitting Needles, 1 pair No. 2. 
1 small button for Cap. 


GAUGE: Pattern Stitch: 10 sts = 1 inch; 
1 rows = 1 inch. 


Stockinette Stitch: 8 sts = 1 inch; 
10 rows = 1 inch. 


CAP 


Starting at front edge, cast on 104 sts. 
Work in k 2, p 2 ribbing for 4 rows, in- 
creasing one st on last row. Work in pat- 
tern over 105 sts as follows: 1st row (right 
side): K 1, * p 2, k 8, p 2, k 1. Repeat 
from * across. 2nd row: K 3, * p 8, k 5. 
Repeat from * across, ending with k 3 
instead of k 5. 3rd row: K 1, * p 2, (slip 
next 2 sts on a dp needle and hold in 
back of work, k next 2 sts, k the 2 sts 
from dp needle) twice—double cable made; 
p 2, k 1. Repeat from * across. 4th row: 
Repeat 2nd row. Repeat last 4 rows for 
pattern. Work in pattern until total 
length is 5 inches. Keeping continuity of 
pattern, bind off 12 sts at beg of next 
2 rows, then bind off 4 sts at beg of next 
6 rows. Bind off remaining 57 sts. 

Block to measure 10 inches across 
front edge and 6% inches in length at 
center. Fold in half. Matching rows, sew 
back seam. 


Neckband: With right side facing, attach 
yarn to corner st of ribbing; pick up and 
k 62 sts evenly along neck edge to Op- 
posite corner, cast on 20 sts at end of 
row for strap—82 sts. Ist row: К 2, * p 2, 
k 2. Repeat from * across. 2nd row: P 2, 
* k 2, p 2. Repeat from * across. 3rd row: 
Repeat first row. 4th row: Work as for 
2nd row to within last 4 sts, bind off 2 sts 
for buttonhole; complete row. Casting on 
2 sts over the bound-off sts on next row, 
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repeat first and 2nd rows twice. Bind off 
in ribbing. Sew on button. 


Tassel: Wind yarn 35 times around a 6- 
inch piece of cardboard. With a separate 
double strand tie at one end, cut at op- 
posite end. Wind and tie another strand 
around tassel, % inch from tied end. 
Trim evenly. Tack tassel to top of cap. 


BOOTEES 


Starting at cuff edge, cast on 53 sts. Knit 
3 rows for garter stitch border. Work in 
pattern as for Cap until total length is 
2% inches, ending with a wrong-side 
TOW. Beading Row: K 3, * O, k 2 tog, k 3. 
Repeat from * across. 


INSTEP . . . P 33, place remaining 20 sts 
on a stitch holder; turn and k 13, place 
remaining 20 sts on another stitch holder. 
Starting with a p row, work over the set 
of 13 sts on needle only in stockinette st 
(К 1 row, P 1 row) for 2 inches, ending 
with a k row. 


FOOT... With right side facing, using 
same needle, pick up and k 13 sts along 
side of instep; k the 20 sts from holder. 
Next row: P across these 46 sts. Break off. 
With right side facing, place sts from 
other holder on same needle, attach yarn 
to first st and k across these 20 sts; pick 
up and k 13 sts along side of instep; k 46 
sts from left-hand needle—79 sts. Start- 
ing with a p row, work in stockinette st 
over these sts for 1 inch, ending with a 
p row. i 


To Shape Foot: 1st row: K 2 tog, k 30, sl 1, 
К 2 tog, p.s.s.o., К 9, К 3 tog, К 30, k 2 
tog—6 sts decreased. 2nd and all even 
rows: Purl. 3rd row: K 2 tog, k 28, sl 1, 
k 2 tog, p.s.s.o., k 7, k 3 tog, k 28, k 2 
tog. 5th and 7th rows: Having 2 sts less 
between decs on each row, work as for 
3rd row. 8th row: Purl. Bind off remain- 
ing 55 sts. 
Block. Sew sole and back seam.

CORD (Make 2)... Cut 2 strands of yarn, 
each 1 yard long. Twist tightly in one 
direction. Fold in half and twist again 
in the opposite direction. Knot free ends 
at desired length and cut off excess cord. 
Weave cord through beading and tie in 
a bow. 


TASSEL (Make 4)... Wind yarn 10 times 
around a 1%-їпсһ piece of cardboard. 
Complete as for tassel of Cap. Tack a 
tassel to each end of cord, 


MITTENS 


Work as for Bootees until the beading 
row has been completed. Next row: P 





Ruffle-crochet Set 
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turn. 2nd row: Skip first sc, dc in back 
loop of each sc across. Ch 1, turn. 3rd 
row: Sc in back loop of each dc, sc in 
top of turning chain. Ch 3, turn. Next 
3 rows: Repeat 2nd, 3rd and 2nd rows. 
Break off and fasten. 


RUFFLES . . . Working as for ruffles on 
Bonnet, make 3 rows of ruffles along sc 
rows of cuff. 


Chain: Using a double strand of yarn, 
make a chain 18 inches long. Starting 
directly above back seam, lace chain 
through sts up back opening. Tie a knot 
at each end of chain. Tie ends into a bow. 


MITTENS 
HAND ... Starting at tip, ch 4. Join with 
sl st to form ring. Ist rnd (right side): Ch 3 
to count as 1 dc, 14 dc in ring. Join with 
sl st to top of ch-3—15 dc. Ch 1, turn. 
NOTE: Work in the back loop only of each 
st throughout. 2nd rnd: Skip joining, sc 
in each dc around, sc in joining. Join to 
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across, decreasing 8 sts evenly spaced— 
45 sts, 


HAND .. . Work in stockinette st (К 1 
TOW, p 1 row) over 45 sts until length 
from beading row is 214 inches, ending 
with a p row. 


To Shape Tip: 1st row: * K 7, k 2 tog. Re- 
peat from * across—5 sts decreased. 2nd 
row: Purl. 3rd row: * K 6, k 2 tog. Repeat 
from * across. 4th row: Purl. Continue 
to work in stockinette St, decreasing 
5 sts evenly spaced on each k row until 
15 sts remain. Break off, leaving a 16- 
inch length of yarn. Thread this yarn 
into a needle and draw through remain- 
ing sts, pull up tightly and fasten se- 
curely; sew side seam. 

Press lightly. Finish with cord and 
tassel as for Bootees.

Repeat from * around, 
making last 2 sc in joining of last rnd. 
Join—36 sc. Ch 3, turn. 2nd rnd: Skip 
joining, dc in each sc around. Join. Ch 1, 
turn—36 dc. 3rd rnd: Sc in each dc around, 
making 6 incs evenly spaced around. Join 
—42 sc. Ch 3, turn. 4th rnd: Repeat 2nd 
rnd. Break off and fasten. 


RUFFLES . . . Ist rnd: Working as for 
ruffles on Bonnet, make a ruffle around 
last sc rnd on cuff. At end of rnd ch 1, 
join to top of first long dc. Break off and 
fasten. 2nd rnd: Work a ruffle around 
next sc rnd on cuff, same as first rnd. 


Chein: Using a double strand of yarn, 
make a chain 18 inches long. Weave 
chain through sts around last dc rnd of 
hand. Tie a knot at each end of chain. 
Tie ends into a bow. 
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O, k 1, sl 1, k 2 tog, p.s.s.o., k 1, O, k 2, 
О, sl 1, k 2 tog, p.s.s.o., О, sl 1, k 1, 
р.5.5.0., К 1, sl 1, k 2 tog, p.s.s.o., К 1, 
k 2 tog, O, sl 1, К 2 tog, p.s.s.o., O. Re- 
peat from * across, ending with k 1— 
101 sts. 7th row: * (К 3, О, sl 1, k 2 tog, 
p.s.s.o., O) twice; К 2 tog, К 3 tog, pass 
the k 2 tog over the k 3 tog (4 sts de- 
creased); O, sl 1, k 2 tog, p.s.s.o., O. 
Repeat from * across, ending with k 1— 
81 sts. Next row: P across. 


BODICE . . . Ist row: К 1, * О, К 2, sl 1, 
К 2 tog, p.s.s.o., К 2, O, К 1. Repeat 
from * across. 2nd and all even rows: 
P across. 3rd row: К 2, * О, КІ, sl 1, k 2 
tog, p.s.s.o., k 1, O, k 3. Repeat from * 
across, ending with k 2 instead of k 3. 
5th row: K 3, * O, sl 1, k 2 tog, p.s.s.o., О, 
k 5. Repeat from * across, ending with 
k 3 instead of k 5. 6th row: P across. 
Change to No. 3 needles. Repeating the 
last 6 rows for pattern, continue as 
follows: 


Armhole Shaping: Keeping in pattern, bind 
off 8 sts at beg of next 2 rows—65 sts. 
Work even in pattern until length from 
bound-off sts is 2 inches, ending with 
5th row of pattern. 


Neck Shaping: Next row: P 21, place re- 
maining 44 sts on a stitch holder to be 
worked later. 1st row: K 2 tog, (k 2, O, 
k 1, O, k 2, sl 1, k 2 tog, p.s.s.o.) twice; 
k 2, O, k 1. 2nd and all even rows: P across. 
3rd гом: К 2 tog, (k 1, О, КЗ, O, КІ, sl 1, 
k 2 tog, p.s.s.o.) twice; k 1, O, k 2. 5th 
row: K 2 tog, O, (k 5, O, sl 1, k 2 tog, 
р.5.5.0., O) twice; К 3. 6th row: P across. 
Repeat last 6 rows until length from first 
row of armhole shaping is 3/2 inches, 
ending at armhole edge. Bind off. Leav- 
ing the center 23 sts on the stitch holder 
to be worked later for center neck, slip 
remaining 21 sts on a No. 3 needle.
